GOOD READING AFTER LEAVING 
SCHOOL.—A recent authority asserts that less 
than one-half the high school graduates the 
United States pursue any formal scheme educa- 
tion during the year following graduation. Not 
long ago the Federal Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion stated that there were the United States 
more than six million boys and girls between four- 
teen and twenty years age who were not attend- 
ing school. What can done the interest 
these boys and girls, not all whom any means 
are “quitters” “slackers,” and many thousands 
whom possess natural endowments that further 
education would improve? 

The subject discussed bulletin the Amer- 
ican Library Association under the caption, “Older 
Boys and Girls Out School,” which says: “Vari- 
ous methods have been used establish personal 
contacts with boys and girls. Many libraries have 
for years appealed letter and circular members 
elementary, parochial and high school graduating 
classes, with the aim encouraging purposeful af- 
ter-school reading.” 

Much can done for the extension education 
encouraging the habit reading good books. 
impotrant contribution the supply good 
books available for general reading has been made 
the Knights Columbus who have seen the 
placing Catholic literature within reach patrons 
public libraries most the larger cities the 
United States. 


SCHOOL HYGIENE.—San Diego, California, 
one the cities which notable degree 
elaboration observable the medical service 
provided for children attending schools. 

The work school nurses and other sanitary of- 
ficers goes co-operation with the city health 
department. illustrative what has been ac- 
complished, noted that nearly two thousand 
children have received dental treatment during the 
past year, while three thousand have been vaccin- 
ated. Freshmen students have been given physical 
examination upon recommendation school nurses 
physical-education teachers. Such examination 
now condition eligibility participate in- 
ter-scholastic sports. With the co-operation 
parent-teacher associations and other organizations, 
fresh milk furnished children the primary 
and elementary grades, and, upon recommendation 
school principals school nurses, supplied free 
charge children who seem undernourished.

Throughout 
the four years which these young women had 
been preparing qualify for training teachers, 
they had been passed physically fit medical 
examiners, while their scholastic standing had been 
such that they were graduated with good marks 
and encouraged look forward promising 
careers their chosen field. their application 
for admission the Teachers’ Training School 
the Board Education, however, was found they 
had “nervous hearts,” for which reason they were 
rejected, and compelled abandon their plans, 
hardship which might have been averted their 
case, and which not provided against might arise 
the case other pupils relying certifications 
physical fitness. The high school principal the 
Curtis school said had criticisms make 
the medical examiners themselves, but considered 
the plan which they worked lacking 
thoroughness. order ensure future more 
adequate physical examinations, has appealed 
Staten Island physicians volunteer their services 
co-operation with the board health. 


SPOKEN ENGLISH.—Do Americans speak the 
English language with nearer approach perfec- 
tion than the English themselves? The question 
not without interest, but one very likely 
remain debatable pending the accumulation data 
beyond dispute. 

Americans who have traveled are well aware that 
England there are nearly many varieties 
pronunciation among the people large there 
are shires, and that while the speech cultivated 
circles approximates uniformity does not attain 
it. Oxford and Cambridge usage the pronun- 
ciation many words has long been far apart. 
Londoners the lower class still largely adhere 
“Cockneyisms” which grate the ears foreign- 
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er, though among those familiar them they often 
pass unnoticed. The habit dropping h’s where 
they belong and sounding them where they have 
proper place remains unbroken, despite commend- 
able effort correct the part many who 
are its thrall. 

English editor and playwright, St. John Er- 
vine, comes forward with the assertion that “Ameri- 
cans enunciate English more distinctly than English 
people,” though also his opinion that “Ameri- 
cans speak Mr. Ervine adds: “His 
Holiness the Pope lately remarked that under- 
stood English better when heard from Ameri- 
cans than when heard from Englishmen.” 

Where should one look for the perfection good 
English with more confidence than the pulpit 
the English Established Church? Yet there are 
divines England high repute who utter beau- 
tifully-worded prayers what must described 
sounding like barbarous jargon. They say 
for water, and “thahfah” for therefore, and 
“thah” for thy, and ownly” for only, and “hoises” 
for horses, and “polate” for polite, and “seteesfec- 
tion” for satisfaction, and “deesah” for desire, and 
“fect” for fact, and “fewchah” for future, and “im- 
mejat” for immediate—and these are only few 
their lingual sins. 

noted representative English pulpit oratory, 
Dean Inge, who recently lectured the United 
States, confesses himself offender, though 
seems have been only after his attention had been 
called the matter that realized had fallen 
into error. “After visit America,” says, 
was ashamed think that had sometimes made 
‘figure’ rhyme with ‘nigger.’ Well, easy 
lapse from perfection. Eternal vigilance may 
necessary the preservation flawless speech 
the preservation liberty. 

Often has happened that students desiring 
perfect themselves orthoepy have become dis- 
couraged discovering that the proper pronuncia- 
tion many words subject dispute among 
orthoepists themselves. Dean Inge calls attention 
curious blunder that was perpetrated one 
the self-constituted authorities earlier day: 
old-fashioned English grammar there appears 
(shocking relate), among pairs ‘Words Which 
Are Pronounced Alike but Spelled Differently,’ In- 
dian and engine 

The probability that never the past has there 
been uniformity the pronunciation English 
words. More than century ago Sheridan’s Diction- 
ary was widely used England authority 
pronunciation, though Sheridan was Irishman. 
Moreover Sheridan maintained that his day 
English was pronounced with more precision and 
greater correctness Dublin than anywhere else 
the United Kingdom. 


THE SMOOTHER ROAD LEARNING.— 
recent writer, discussing the great place edu- 
cation which has been taken pictorial illustra- 
tions, observes that written descriptions sometimes 
evoke incorrect images the mind the reader, 
and that for the teaching certain scientific sub- 
jects, certain aspects history and geography, pic- 
tures are almost indispensable. Then goes 
treat another phase the subject, asserting that 
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the too free use pictures substitute for 
reading and abstract reasoning there danger. 

“An excessive reliance pictures,” remarks, 
“renders people incapable thinking the void. 
They can only realize ideas terms concrete 
images, not terms words and logic. also 
makes difficult for them derive profitable in- 
formation from books.” 


Looking about, the world outside the school- 
room, finds evidence intellectual deterioration. 
“Cheap editions good books are fewer than they 
were. People who the past would have bought 
books, buy phonographs and jazz-band records and 
motion pictures.”

The objectors, noted, not take the ground that 
hygienic drill per waste Their argument 
that when the drill described has been conducted all 
the grades and including the Sixth, formal instruc- 
tion these items personal hygiene has been sufficient.

What the use having matter, one knows not 
how express The important thing teach 
the children how express their thoughts correct- 
ly, not teach them college-professor English, but 
English the simple, plain variety, properly enun- 
ciated and correctly expressed. The matter will 
come later, the ability grasp knowledge in- 
creases. For the children, sufficient matter can 
found their actual expression situations. they 
are habituated expressing themselves clear, 
enunciated tones, and with reference pronounica- 
tion and grammar, then, they grow mentally, the 
stock matter can increased with the years. 
There use talking unless you have some- 
thing talk about, and equally so, there use 
having something say, unless you know how 
say it. much easier find something say 
particular line has been neglected the early years. 
man having well-stored brain knowledge, 
knowledge accumulated from years study, can 
inspiration, particularly his line speciali- 
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zation, and will veritable boon eager stu- 
dents, provided master the expression 
thought, and can marshall out the expressions 
suit the occasion, and give force and power the 
point issue. 

course, the matter for expression may 
viewed from different angle. should the joy 
every teacher keep her pupils from conversing 
the scandals the day which are broadcasted 
through the country the daily press, and which 
not escape the eye even young children. 
The news boys the streets announce 
their loudest tones the latest crime the “EX- 
TRYS,” knowing that will attract the attention 
the public. Teachers employed train children 
the ways knowledge should impress upon them 
that the mind God-given gift and should 
trained bear never diminishing freight in- 
creasingly noble thoughts finding expression 
noble words which will result noble acts and 
deeds.

problem interest important one for 
both teacher and pupils and upon its correct 
solution depends small degree the success 
achieved the teacher and the taught. The fact 
that the word “interest” defined “excitement 
feeling accompanying special attention,” shows 
the close connection which exists between arousing 
sustaining the interest pupils and gaining 
holding their attention. Indeed interest and atten- 
tion are closely allied psychologically that some 
writers regard them respectively subjective and 
objective aspects the same activity. Other writ- 
ers maintain that interest, being the source at- 
tention, must necessarily precede it. one turns 
the verb “interest,” one finds its derivation worth 
considering. comes from the Latin “interesse,” 
which means “to between.” This would seem 
imply that the teacher must between the mental 
grasp the pupil and the material 
or, put another way, between the subject 
matter instruction and the vital experience the 
instructed. Mental powers and 
themselves home the material study and, 
given the interest and attention for doing, read- 
ily make such material their own. When, however, 
the subject matter instruction not brought into 
proper juxtaposition with the vital experience the 
instructed, the feeling alienation repulsion ac- 
companying the presentation this matter renders 
peculiarly difficult for the instructed grasp it. 
state mind, either interest attention de- 
pends upon the proper balance the old and the 
new the pupil’s experience; thus serving one 
the many proofs the educative value the 
law association. The assertion that practically 
progress can made without interest and at- 
tention the part the pupil, may accepted 
educational axiom. 


Before discussing the various kinds interest 
and the means which they may aroused 
sustained, might well give consideration 
the attention which interest enables the teacher 
first gain and then hold. The psychology 
attention is, perhaps, too little known many 
our teachers, and this ignorance leads them im- 
pute the child wilful fault what simply 
human weakness. consult any comprehensive 
text psychology, will find that has been 
definitely demonstrated that “attention cannot re- 
main fixed one point longer than few seconds. 
Further attention that point given only when 
something causes the focus consciousness re- 
turn vanishing and recurrence atten- 
tion, designated James “waves attention,” re- 
ceives from Strayer the apparently more exact name 
“oscillation attention.” have only consult 
our own experience become aware the inclu- 
siveness consciousness; that is, the fact that 
number objects details may present 
our consciousness the same time, even though 
only one them receiving our direct attention. 
further study ourselves will show that, 
these objects details closely related the 
one toward which our attention actually directed, 
they may cause repeated oscillations that atten- 


tion but never prevent its return the object 
detail its choice. If, the other hand, these 
other objects details are neither related the 
one toward which our attention actually directed 
nor harmony with it, they may, and probably 
will, cause that attention wander far afield. Let 
illustrate: Suppose have class pupils 
studying European history, the period the Re- 
naissance. During the class hour, turn aside from 
the actual history the period and discuss detail 
some literary art production the time. Natur- 
ally the attention the pupils will swing toward 
the work that discussing, but just naturally 
will swing back the conditoins that made the 
production this work possible, namely the 
movement the Renaissance. If, the contrary, 
introduce some subject foreign that which 
pupils are studying, for instance, some question 
connected with mathematics chemistry, will 
difficult for the attention pupils swing back 
from this foreign subject the one toward which 
had been previously directed. 

Granting the truth the above statements, 
truth which each one may prove personal 
experience, would seem that the assignment best 
calculated hold the pupils’ attention the one 
that furnishes “variety elements converging 
about central feature.” The following statement, 
made Colvin and Bagley their “Human Be- 
haviour” and quoted Frank Thomas his 
“Training for Effective Study,” published 
Houghton Mifflin Company, affords profitable read- 
ing for those engaged teaching. “It seems cer- 
that the more complex physical object the 
richer content idea, the longer attention 
sustained character can given. The application 
this principle school procedure obvious. 
the teacher wishes topic held attentive 
consciousness the pupil, must develop 
variety ways. When the attention “lets up” 
one direction, will then focus itself another 
detail the topic, and thus the mind will con- 
stantly held within the circle the subject under 
discussion. This part explains the growth at- 
tention and interest the pupil learns more and 
more about any the school subjects. There 
always new aspect that can attended when 
there sufficient variety the subject-matter.” 

probably the variety furnished the move- 
ments themselves that gives any exercise 
ing muscular activity power hold the pupils’ at- 
tention. That such exercise does hold their at- 
tention plainly shown the fact that, when 
wish keep them busy, usually give them 
something write. Just here one might touch 
upon the abuse written work. Such abuse 
occurs when pupils are required write practically 
all the material assigned for study, when they 
are led suppose that writing thing means study- 
ing it. Mere writing can never made substi- 
tute for study, since mechanical muscular move- 
ments make few demands one’s mental 
activity. When there question the pupils’ do- 
ing their written work home, new and danger- 
ous feature presents itself. some, not many 
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cases, the pupils will copy instead preparing orig- 
inal work and hence they will derive small profit 
from the fulfillment the tasks assigned them. 

This subject written work naturally leads the 
kindred one taking notes, matter great im- 
portance high school and college students. Notes 
may too copious too meagre. Those the 
first class tend give the teacher’s explanation 
the professor’s lecture verbatim those the second 
class but ill repay the student for the time has 
spent taking them. Personally, think that teachers 
would find profitable give some definite train- 
ing note-taking their pupils, least when 
these pupils are following high school college 
courses. Notes should give synopsis the sub- 
ject being studied; they should emphasize its im- 
portant features and develop logically the steps 
taken acquiring and correlating information ob- 
tained. Marginal writing word phrase 
which gives clew the material contained 
accompanying paragraph will prove both clarifying 
and helpful, and catch words phrases, embody- 
ing some importnat point lesson lecture, 
may also noted down with profit. Above all, 
notes should represent one’s own assimilation the 
lesson explained the lecture heard otherwise they 
may furnish material one’s memory but they will 
little use furthering one’s intellectual devel- 
only the knowledge which have 
assimilated, made our very own, that vital and 
enduring interest. And now the word “interest” 
causes our oscillating attention swing back 
the primary subject this article, the question 
interest itself. 


Interest may feigned real, forced free. 
As, however, the feigned interest practically non- 
existent and the forced little value, shall con- 
sider only the interest that real and freely given. 
Such interest may immediate mediate. Im- 
mediate interest characterizes the play activities 
children, the activities older persons who, like 
children, live the present. easy arouse 
but difficult sustain. One finds illustrationsof its 
strength and its weakness the actions 
child. One shows him picture, offers him toy, 
starts game; for the moment, all eagerness 
and attention, his interest has been aroused. 
but momentary interest, however, for presently 
the picture will thrown aside, the toy rejected, 
the game cease amuse. with older people 
who retain their childishness; today they are en- 
grossed one project, tomorrow another, but 
their interest lacks the sustaining quality that 
would enable them carry completion the pro- 
ject which engrossed them one day the project 
which engrosses them the next. Mediate interest 
concerned with the end the action rather than 
with the action itself, and hence makes possible 
the performing many actions lacking imme- 
diate interest but important because their con- 
nection with the remoter end view. Unlike im- 
mediate interest, which not only devoid sus- 
taining power but also purely personal, emotional 
and senuous, mediate interest intelligent and, al- 
ways keeping the end view, sustains effort 
until that end reached; thus prevents effort 
from being what some seem consider it, sheer 
appeal will power. Moreover mediate interest 
tends transfer itself from the end the means 
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which that end reached, and this tendency 
which makes valuable asset any educative 
process. The teacher who able arouse and sus- 
tain the mediate intelligent interest her pupils 
possesses the “Open that will gain entrance 
into their intelligence all that she may wish 
teach them. Without this interest, fear that the 
doors their intelligence will closed against the 
knowledge that she seeks impart, best 
little ajar let but scraps that knowledge 
enter. would not appear, however, minimize 
the value immediate interest. When situation 
requires serious thought, immediate interest not 
only suffices but also indication whole- 
some outgoing activity self and ability 
identify self with one’s surroundings. This tenden- 
immediate interest identify self with one’s 
surroundings probably the reason why con- 
sidered fundamental trait all aesthetic and ar- 
tistic manifestations. But when situation does 
call for serious thought, immediate interest not 
sufficient. Such situation requires the mediate 
interest based motivation and sustained men- 
tal discipline. And here word might said about 
motivating and disciplining interest. 

motivate means provide with motive, and 
motive something which moves incites 
action. the field literature the fine arts, for 
instance, the motive the guiding controlling 
idea, the dominant prevailing feature; music, 
the motive the theme subject the composi- 
tion. Some educators have called motivation “the 
harnessing interest,” and the term not ill 
chosen; for motivation employs interest secure 
the willing and intelligent accomplishment spe- 
cific tasks. Wilson and Wilson, their book “The 
Motivation School Work,” tell us: “The child’s 
work motivated whenever sees real use 
it—whenever satisfies some need feels, pro- 
vides some value wants, supplies some control 
wishes possess, secures some desired end, 
helps him attain any definite Each state- 
ment this brief paragraph well worth consid- 
ering. First, the motive utility; the child sees 
some real use his work. This strong motive, 
especially our utilitarian age. The child, and the 
older student well, willing study only such 
branches not the dropping Latin 
and Greek many students proof that they 
wish derive material profit rather than culture 
from their college high school courses? The sec- 
ond motive satisfaction, the child finds that the 
work satisfies some need feels. This motive, far 
from being confined children, found all 
human beings. Whether our needs highly spir- 
itual basely material, all seek satisfy them. 
How cogent will this motive self-satisfaction 
furthering the study history geography 
such study satisfies the child’s curiosity with regard 
times and places other than his own! The third 
motive, that providing some value the child 
wants, founded human nature’s tendency 
seek its comfort well-being. The dignity the 
baseness this motive will depend upon the value 
wanted, its effectiveness will not. child may 
study diligently, though not with much pleas- 
ure, avoid the censure obtain the approba- 
tion his parents teacher. The fourth motive, 
the supplying some control which the child 
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wishes possess, rests the longing for domina- 


tion. This motive will found more powerful 
some cases than others. There are certain chil- 
dren, and indeed certain “grown-ups,” who always 
seek leadership. Undoubtedly many children study 
because they want come out first, the 
leaders the class; although just undoubtedly 
many others are content lead sports rather 
than studies. The fifth motive based man’s 
desire possession. all want gain some 
end, children well older people, and this desire 
will worthy praise blame according the 
end seeks gain. the case children, the 
desire win prize, obtain high mark, 
perhaps gain may all serve 
inducements prolonged and profitable study. 
some definite goal, should frequently but wisely 
recommended teachers. Granted that the goal 
worth attaining, honest effort can too great 
attain it. there are many goals worth at- 
taining. First all, study the children’s duty 
the moment and hence the doing God’s will. 
Secondly, this study will fit them for their future 
life and make them able help their fellow men. 
Thirdly, will enable them use the talents which 
God has bestowed upon them the best possible 
way and thus procure for Him the greatest possible 
glory. There are other motives that might given 
for arousing and sustaining interest, but those al- 
ready mentioned will probably suffice show the 
value motivation securing and retaining the 
interest our pupils, young old. 


Discipline, shall use the term this article, 
means mental training, intelligent and willing 
submissiveness order and control. Its aim 
hold the mind given line thought spite 
the attractions, the distractions, irrelevant con- 
siderations. Furthermore causes the mind at- 
tend things conceived and relate them 
things actually perceived. Intellectually, both 
attitude and method. attitude, keeps 
thought dominant control any situation re- 
quiring reflective survey and estimation: 
method, does not strive force one things 
unintereststing and naturally repellent, but rather 
make such things interesting and attractive be- 
cause the end which they lead. matter 
fact, these things once accepted means 
end, frequently prove interesting themselves. 
the case young children, who have yet little 
moral sense, self-discipline not ex- 
pected, For them, “the means what they 
are told do, “the wrong” what they are forbidden. 
Gradually, however, they develop moral sense, 
these children should trained substitute self- 
discipline and self-restraint for the discipline and 
restraint hitherto exercised over them others. 
the matter mental discipline, they should 
shown how advantageous lead rather than 
led one’s intellectual powers, the master 
rather than the slave the mind’s activities. Only 
the disciplined mind can control the oscillations 
attention, the vagaries interest, and cause both 
the one and the other yield ready and willing 
obedience the commands, nay the mere sug- 
gestions, reasonable thought. Above all, 


only discipline that forms and strengthens the will 
make not only the child his duty with 


regard studying, but the man perform his duty 
the more serious contingencies life matter 
how great the cost. If, spiritual writers tell us, 
one ever called upon great things for 
God until has exercised himself doing small 
ones, how can better use the freedom which God 
has given than cultivating the habit self- 
habit that shall learn shepherd our activities 
wisely and lead them into safe pastures where 
they may drink the waters that spring into 
everlasting life. Moreover the acquiring this 
habit ourselves will render easier for form 
our pupils. 

have spoken interest the end reached 
and interest the means enabling one reach 
that end, but should like say word warning 
against making end the means. For instance, 
good thinking may interest one for its own sake, 
irrespective the object the thought. While 
certain amount such purely intellectual interest 
good, even necessary, too much tends 
leave one’s ideas untested, one’s plans unrealized, 
one’s practice hard and narrow. the old story; 
mental prowess, like virtue, found happy 
medium. 

the means arousing sustaining inter- 
est, they are varied the sources interest 
itself. are dealing with very young children 
and the interest secured immediate, the 
kindergarten will furnish with all the means re- 
quired. Pictures puzzles, building blocks, outlines 
filled with colored crayons, these will al- 
ways appeal the children and, properly used, 
they will serve convey small amount infor- 
mation. Stories, too, have value all their own and 
they make clear and impressive many 
which otherwise would ill understood and quickly 
forgotten. the case older pupils, the motive 
which their interest based will suggest the 
means for arousing sustaining it. the motive 
utilitarian, show the pupil some way which 
what you wish him will actual and 
material benefit. seeks satisfaction, comfort 
well-being, domination, possession, the at- 
tainment ambitioned goal, try convince 
him that the studying the assigned lesson the 
performing the alloted task will help him reach 
whichever one these ends has view. Novelty 
and contrast are both useful when one wishes 
arouse interest and they may frequently open 
mental pathway the following which will long 
sustain the interest aroused. When given sub- 
ject requires lengthy explanation, brief disgres- 
sion the form illustrative anecdote, witty 
remark, unexpected question, may serve re- 
call wandering attention reawaken waning in- 
terest. practice permitting pupils ask 
questions also means sustaining interest, pro- 
vided such questions proceed from genuine desire 
for knowledge and not from forwardness, vanity, 
the wish throw the teacher “off the track.” 


final analysis, one must learn interest the 
pupil one learns the other duties 
namely, careful study the pupils under one’s 
care. Children are not made according one sin- 
gle pattern and consequently what will interest one 
will prove interest another. Interest, both 
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BRUTUS 

world full misfits—men who, aban- 

doning the channels for which nature has en- 
dowed them, plunge themselves, allow others 
drag them, into combat with problems beyond their 
sphere. The result always fatal. Every age has 
witnessed some such disaster, but none more tragic 
than when Brutus, the scholar, forsook his books 
guide the destiny great empire. 

Shakespeare has founded the historical drama, 
Julius Caesar, this unsuccessful conflict, and 
faithfully has followed the original story that 
his play merely elaboration dramatization 
Plutarch’s Commentary. may well, there- 
fore, the source gather few facts 
which base our study the chief character, 
Marcus Brutus, the third and youngest son 
Junius Brutus, who 
“Did from the streets Rome 

The Tarquin drive, when was called king. 

(This, Plutarch quotes the testimony Posi- 
donius, the philosopher.) 

His mother so-called Servilia, and there are 
family traditions her side, likewise, which tell 
similar hatred for the name king. Hence 
are not surprised that the son such parents 
should inoculated with hatred for one-man 
rule rise against his greatest friend when 
shows aspirations toward the “golden round.” 

His early tendencies, unlike those his warlike 
ancestors, are toward peace and the pursuit 
peaceful arts. One virtue, which for better name 
shall designate the general term, honour, 
stands out prominently even this time. cite 
one example, which occurs previous the opening 
Shakespeare’s account, let recall how when 
the first triumvirate dissolves and Caesar and 
Pompey clash, suffices that Pompey’s cause seems 
just enlist Brutus one his followers, and 
that, notwithstanding the fact that Julius Brutus, 
his father, had been murdered Pompey. An- 
other point emphasized Plutarch with reference 
the earlier life Brutus his love books. 
always the student; even during the cam- 
paigns under Pompey, moments respite Bru- 
tus pores over his books Philosophy and profits 
every opportunity during these travels share 
the society learned men. 

The general impression Brutus seems 
that was man imposing stature, frank, 
open countenance and noble brow. However, there 
statue Brutus the Campana Museum (so 
Boisseur tells us) which would lead one form 
slightly different opinion. the forehead 
low and the bones the face abnormally developed, 
indicating narrow mind and obstinate will. 
fact, the more read the text the more become 
convinced this impression. not think 
that Shakespeare ever intended Brutus the ideal 
but more the type. There are many who inter- 
pret those famous lines: 


“His life was gentle, and the elements 
mixed him that Nature might stand 
And say all the world, was man!’” 


much after this fashion, namely, that Brutus 
man such Nature intends him be, creature 
endowed with certain good qualities but not with- 
out his own peculiar weaknesses. 


The public life Brutus began long before 
enters the conspiracy against Caesar, but this event 
may said mark the turning point his 
career. That has always been held high es- 
teem the citizens Rome may gathered from 
the text many instances, the most notable 
which Casca’s eulogy: 

sits high all the people’s hearts: 
And that which would appear offence 
His countenance, like richest alchemy, 
Will change virtue and worthiness.” 

Unable understand how man can actuated 
any but honourable motives, enters the con- 
spiracy convinced that Caesar’s death the only 
salvation for the state. Now, when remember 
that “Brutus was Caesar’s angel” and adopted son, 
cannot help but admire the patriotism man 
who would such extreme sacrifice 
all personal interest, even his dear friend, for the 
general good. Nor must think that this 
easy sacrifice for him. What anguish there 
his “aside” when Caesar bids them “like friends” 
the capitol: 

“That every like not the same, Caesar, 
The heart Brutus yearns think upon!” 

Again, when they have all approached Caesar, 
asking flattering tones, for petition which they 
know will never grant, Brutus kneels before him 
and takes that hand kiss, protesting that not 
flattery. No, indeed! not rather his affec- 
tionate farewell? This heroic patriotism rig- 
orous adherence principle, just you wish 
call it, but yet wonder even patriotism de- 
mands such sacrifice. least, seems unnatur- 
al. However, such the character Brutus. 
requires long, hard struggle before the resolution 
taken, but once made there going back. The 
raging the tempest that eventful night 
Brutus’ orchard but feeble image the storm 
within his breast 

“Between the acting dreadful thing 
And the first motion, all the interim 
Like phantasma hideous dream: 
The Genius and the mortal instruments 
Are then council; and the state men, 
Like little kingdom, suffers then 
The nature insurrection.” 

But whilst the echoes the elements are still 
rumbling about him, there has long since settled 
down Brutus’ soul kind stoic calm and 
determination that, cost what may, “It must 
his death.” proof his good will tells 
the populace Rome that has 

“The same dagger for himself 
When shall please his country need his death.” 

And, fittally, when understands that the 
spirit Caesar that they are “standing 
against” and that the killing Caesar’s body 
they have achieved nothing, does not fulfill his 
promise? Yes, the demands Caesar’s spirit for 


revenge are fully answered: 
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“Caesar, now still: 
killed not thee with half good will.” 

But why developing this topic when even 
his enemies admit that 

“He was the noblest Roman them all: 
only general honest thought 
And common good all made one them.” 

The pure intention all Brutus’ aims strik- 
ingly evident. For him “there are tricks plain 
and simple His sole purpose deliver 
Rome from tyranny and according his theory all 
that required the removal the tyrant. 
this instance have his own words: either 
honourable death rid this bondage.” 
oath binding the conspirators; they 
are not acting through noble motives, then there 
plish the end view with the least amount 
bloodshed which deters Brutus from including oth- 
ers, notably Antony, the sacrifice. reminds 
Cassius their purpose, 

“Let sacrificers but not butchers.” 

Their cries “Peace, freedom and liberty” have 
scarcely died away when Brutus forced fly 
from the streets Rome. Yet not with 
thought his personal safety that seeks shelter 
beyond the walls but merely because feels 
duty bring his project its logical end. The 
cause was ripe and, one way another, must 
decided upon, and once. History tells that, 
although was most successful subjugating the 
smaller nations whose territory prepared for 
battle, there was harsh treatment and unjust 
advantage taken. Unlike other leaders, who used 
their victories their own advantage, Brutus never 
lost sight the object which necessitated the strug- 
gle, but merely hoped, the event success, 
return his seclusion with other satisfaction 
than duty well performed. 

The fact that Brutus courageous goes without 
men who have convictions usually are; but 
that should successful the capacity 
military leader presents somewhat surprise. 
Yet, facts are facts, and the truth that, while Cas- 
sius’ forces are overwhelmed, Brutus every 
point victorious. Success due part the high 
morale which Brutus has instilled into his men— 
they can not help being enthused with that patrio- 
tism which the dominant spirit their leader— 
and besides Brutus has had considerable experience 
under both Julius Caesar and Pompey. There 
something else, however, and without any motive 
disparagement let said that the victory 
more less accidental. Brutus has taken his ene- 
mies surprise and mement when they are 
disorganized due the illness Octavius. Plu- 
tarch states emphatically that Octavius was not 
camp during Brutus’ attack, nor did return until 
near the end the struggle. This course ex- 
plains much. The fact that Brutus does not know 
how profit his victory much more weighty 
consideration when forming judgment his 
knowledge things military. 

characteristic which never fails attract the 
attention even the casual admirer Brutus 
his self-possession. seems impossible disturb 
his calm. There are many instances this, but two 


are especially worthy our notice. The first the 
meeting between Brutus and Cassius the former’s 
tent. Who can fail admire the coolness with 
which meets the passionate Cassius and turns 
aside his choler the great rock rebuffs the angry 
waves? The other the apparition Caesar’s 
Ghost, “two several times night”. must cer- 
tainly appalling experience encounter the 
spirit which one has sent the great beyond 
violent hands. Hence natural expect that 
Brutus should terrified, but, the contrary, 
converses with the spirit Caesar with indiffer- 
ence which astounds us. 

Brutus—Speak what thou art. 

Ghost—Thy evil spirit, Brutus. 

Brutus—Why comest thou? 

Ghost—To tell thee thou shalt see Philippi. 

Brutus—Well, then shall see thee again? 

Ghost—Ay, Philippi. 

Brutus—Why, will see thee Philippi, (Exit 

ghost.) 

Reading these lines, one recalls, mere force 
contrariety, the cowering Macbeth before the 
spirit Banquo. What difference the scenes 
and what difference the men! fact com- 
parative study the lives these two leaders, con- 
fronted almost identical situations but animated 
such varied motives, would interesting in- 
deed. However, finds place our discussion 
and pass consider the other side 
Brutus’ character. 

Although “he honorable man”, Brutus fails 
accomplish his chief aim. And why? has 
been stated above that was misfit. Certainly 
not the man destined liberate Rome, nor 
does he, for the last state worse than the first, 
least from the standpoint republic. With 
all his sterling qualities Brutus has his own weak- 
nesses. obstinate, inconsistent and hopelessly 
unable cope with the practical side life. 
have all seen the man who must always “take 
matter what environment finds 
himself. Such man Brutus. What satisfac- 
tion must him know that his judgment 
always correct. grants that Cassius’ advice 
good but frankly admits his own superiority 
the remark: 


“Good reasons must force give place better.” 


The result chain blunders. Not only Antony 
spared, against the advice Cassius, but al- 
lowed speak Caesar’s funeral. When the 
forces meet Philippi, his judgment again pre- 
vails with the result that the attack premature, 
their united front broken and their chances 
success are lost. But all these cases even the 
clear-sighted Cassius prefers sacrifice his views 
because useless argue with one who believes 
himself infallible. 

man considered inconsistent when thinks 
one thing and does another. Not that mean 
hypocrite, but just can’t explain why 
does certain things which seem contradict his 
line thought. There are many examples this 
the life Brutus. have noticed, was 
once stanch follower Pompey, but soon after 
the defeat Pompey Caesar find Brutus oc- 
cupying high office under Caesar. This same 
Caesar put death Brutus, not for what 
has actually done, but merely the ground that 
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some day might prove tyrant. The as- 
sassination Caesar causes him remorse and 
yet meticulous scruple preserves Antony, even 
greater tyrant. protests that 

“We all stand against the spirit Caesar 

And the spirit men there blood,” 
and yet sheds that blood. blames Cassius 
for his method taxation, grinding money from 
the hard hands peasants, and yet sends 
Cassius for share these same “rascal coun- 

“For can raise money vile means.” 


Finally, dies his own sword contradiction 
that philosophy which made him say: 
know not how, 

3ut find cowardly and vile 

For fear what may fall, prevent 

The time life: arming myself with patience 

stay the providence some high powers 

That govern below.” 

Brutus lives and moves ideal world where 
all men are honorable, and principles purely theo- 
retical, are supposed govern the relationship be- 
tween man and man. When confronted ma- 
terial problem fails make the connection. Nor 
can understand the perverseness human na- 
ture, having knowledge men. al- 
though continually associates with the likes 
Cassius, whose motives are anything but pure, and 
who merely use the name Brutus touchstone 
“change their own offence virtue and 
worthiness”, exclaims dying: found man 
but was true me.” Viewing everything sub- 
jectively, thinks that all men are like himself 
and therefore never suspects their motives. 
instance this witness how Antony imposes his 
credulity. even greater example his ignor- 
ance human nature shown his speech the 
burial Caesar. the most eloquent language 
speaks ignorant mob who understand little 
what says. appeals the honor, patrio- 
tism and judgment populace who think little 
more than the day’s excitement and their dole 
bread. ever speech was wasted the desert 
air was this one. True they shout for him, but 
not because they have convictions, but merely be- 
cause they love and honor the man who speaks. 
different story when they have listened An- 
tony’s passionate appeal. Gervinus, his commen- 
tary the life Brutus, says very wisely him: 
“Considered himself, Brutus much too moral 
and too pure nature fit for the hard and 
often dirty work politics.” 

private life, Brutus essentially student, 
lives moderately and wins the admiration, yea, al- 
most the worship those who follow him. Plu- 
tarch, contrasting his character with that Cas- 
sius, says him: “But Brutus contrary man- 
ner, for his virtue and valiantness, was well-beloved 
the people and his own, esteemed noble men, 
and hated man, not much his enemies: 
because was marvellous lowly and gentle per- 
son, noble-minded, and would never any rage, 
nor carried away with pleasure and covetousness 
but had ever upright mind with him, and would 
never yield any wrong injustice, the which 
was the chiefest cause his fame, his rising, 
and the good will that every man bare him, for 
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they were all persuaded that his intent was good.” 
convince oneself that this devotion, which 
Plutarch speaks, not ill-placed, only neces- 
sary recall the delicacy with which bids Lu- 
cius “touch his instrument strain two” 
the tenderness with which removes the instru- 
ment from the fingers his nodding page when 
the latter overcome sleep, again his good 
fellowship which invites his attendants take their 
rest cushions within his tent. inclination 
toward literature and philosophy sufficiently 
demonstrated the fact that the eve the 
great battle more solicitous about his book 
than about the doubtful issue the morrow. Yet, 
for all that, not philosopher any great 
sense the word, and certainly not class with 
Cicero. Anyone who has examined his soliloquy, 
“Tt must his will find anything but 
logical. admits that Caesar has yet given 
signs tyranny but resolves put him death 
merely because some day might become ty- 
rant. this line reasoning were become gen- 
eral, few would survive. Brutus maintains 
that acting for the general good Rome and 
through personal motive, and far 
admired. But, after all, does not join the 
conspiracy because personally convinced that 
one-man power wrong? may indeed 
adhering principles, but nevertheless poor 
philosophy. 

There paradoxical expression, “The Triumph 
Failure”, which applies excellently the case 
Brutus. Success not the only test greatness. 
Men have failed achieve the ends for which they 
strove and still have won the admiration genera- 
tions yet unborn. Brutus stood for 
which felt his heart was just, and preferred 
see his cause defeated than stoop dishonorable 
means. Yet, not without hope prophesied: 

shall have glory this losing day, 

More than Octavius and Mark Antony. 

their vile conquest shall attain unto.” 
Time has given the proof. Antony did not long en- 
joy the bitter fruits victory, the empire the 
Caesars has long since crumbled the dust, but 
the eulogy, spoken over the dead body Brutus, 
will re-echo down through the centuries the end 
time.

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MAINTAINING STANDARDS HIGH 
‘SCHOOL LATIN 
Rev. Sylvester Schmitz, O.S.B., M.A.

has none, his knowledge 
etymology and syntax extremely hazy—he 
finished two years—he can neither decline nor 
conjugate; adverbs, prepositions and conjunctions 
are him veritable cohuvabohu. apt 
translate the preposition ‘after’ the con- 
junction ‘after’ ‘post’, and the adverb ‘after’ 
English sentence into idiomatic Latin and will 
fail—the rules the sequence tenses are him 
‘terra incognita’. 

The Catholic Educational Association its annual 
meeting 1908 and the following years discussed 
the subject Latin quite thoroughly and arrived 
the following conclusions: 

elementary work. Strict adherence 
tried and approved method. Translate more 
from English into Latin. Not many authors 
one year. Make the beginning more attractive, 
good exercise book. Use thorough 
take everything thoroughly memorize least 1000 
words each drill thoroughly declensions and 
conjugations; eliminate all authors first and sec- 
ond years, and insist thorough and systematic 
study grammar, especially etymology. Acquisi- 
tion ample vocabulary, very thorough and con- 
nection with and co-ordination English gram- 
mar. More drill; constant drill lower classes 
until etymology certainly known......... Never 
sacrifice daily parsing and analysis during the first 
vear and half, the desire covering ground. 
Realize that superficiality always ends distaste. 

“More translation from English into Latin than 
vice versa. Grammar insisted when read- 
ing authors. 

“Set standard each class and let scholar 
advance until has attained this standard. Re- 
quire less each author and the work more 
thoroughly. Have Latin conversation throughout 
the course.” 


Such are the more important recommendations 
the Catholic Educational care- 
ful analysis these will show that impossible 
follow these suggestions using the modernized 
text-books. This scheme introducing double 
course for students has not really solved the prob- 
lem Maintaining Standards high school Latin. 
For the same problem will met with again 
each these courses. Moreover, schools where 
impossible maintain double course, how 
the problem dealt with? 

Probably the most useful suggestion that can 
offered the one quoted from the Proceedings 
the Catholic Educational Association 1908, to- 
wit: 

“Set standard each class and let student 
advance until has attained this standard.” 

this, the co-operation the Superintendents 
and the teachers each school unit will required. 
definite content for each year the course, to- 
gether with specific statement the particular 
topics that must receive emphasis should agreed 
upon and set down writing that the new teach- 
ers superintendents taking work that school 
unit would know what expected students 


each year the course. 

With this working basis, series objective 
group tests covering each year the course should 
worked out competent teachers and placed 
file used the succeeding years. case 
publishers have such objective tests, these may 
used good advantage. But, the present time, 
series such tests for each year does 
not exist. 

The series tests for each year should likewise 
contain number tests for each semester work 
that the examinations may varied from year 
year. advisable that these semester exam- 
inations preserved the school authorities for 
the purpose checking the work the students 
later years and likewise for the purpose per- 
fecting the tests themselves. 

Another suggestion for maintaining standards 
high school Latin affects the teachers themselves 
and their qualifications. The report states that al- 
most 25'% the teachers Latin have not studied 
Latin beyond the secondary school stage. in- 
evitable that this should have disastrous effect 
upon the quality the work done Latin. The 
remedy for this situation will rest entirely upon the 
Superintendents Principals, and the state 
Boards Education. the latter specify the 
amount preparation required teach the subject, 
and State Boards refuse grant certificates until 
these requirements are satisfied, there every 
believe that more competent group 
teachers Latin will soon the field. 

the case Catholic High Schools consider- 
able part the responsibility will devolve upon the 
superiors Religious Communities and other super- 
visors. imperative that such superiors realize 
the necessity ample preparation the part 
the teachers Latin, and give prospective teachers 
opportunity getting least fifteen semester 
hours’ credit the College Latin following four 
year high school course, together with course 
the teaching the subject. This minimum, Ad- 
ditional courses and even graduate work are desir- 
able. 

difficult determine just what recommend- 
ation make with regard the content the 
courses, especially for the first and second year. 

Leaving aside for the present, the criticism pre- 
viously made this paper with regard the ar- 
rangement and method the modern elementary 
text-books, have made comparison several 
the modern texts order establish, possible, 
the amount matter that should required first 
year students. The comparision shows rather wide 
divergence content. 

The number pages the text-books compared, 
not including the vocabulary, given the follow- 
ing: 


Elementa 364 pages 
Gunnision Harley....... 300 pages 
Ullman Henry......... 345 pages 
380 pages 
245 pages 


This comparision shows difference 183 pages 
content between the largest and the smallest 
the books cited. From experience well from 
statements teachers first year Latin, feel that 
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impossible cover the matter the majority 
the modern first year books one year with 
five sixty minute periods per week, and the 
same time take the matter thoroughly. What 

“Latin Notes”, paper published the Uni- 
versity Wisconsin, the following statement ap- 
peared November 30, 1921: 

“The work the first year has, with us, been the 
cause the greatest dissatisfaction. are still 
attempting cover the First Year Book the tra- 
ditional period one year; but while our situation 
has improved little since the introduction the 
semester promotion plan, find our students 
means prepared grapple with the difficulties 
Caesar. The latter half the book particularly 
(usually hurriedly passed over during May and June) 
has all been forgotten when September arrives and 
difficulty bridging the gap tremendous one.” 

meeting the Classical Association Kan- 
sas and Missouri held the University Kansas 
April, where this paper was read, teachers unani- 
mously agreed that the usual first year books were 
too extensive. 

The Junior High School movement seems offer 
some help the solution the problem. some 
these schools, Latin being introduced the 
seventh and eighth grades and two years are taken 
cover the matter heretofore prescribed for the 
first year. This plan seems have several advan- 
tages and the result achieved thereby deserves 
considered. 

the light these facts, would seem that the 
old adage “Non multa sed multum” should help 
the solution the problem. The writer feels, that 
case the modern text-books must employed, 
only much the matter outlined should taken 
the first year the student can master thorough- 
ly. The new Second Year Books just now coming 
from the press contain matter for review and provide 
ample selections easy reading matter calculated 
prepare the student take Caesar the fourth 
semester. This decided change for the better. 
seems reasonable expect that better results 
will achieved thereby. Incidentally this very movement 
tacit admission the wisdom the exponents the 
old method, who held out obstinately against the 
modern method introducing Caesar the beginning 
the second year. 

But regardless what text-books are used what 
methods are employed, the writer entirely sympathy 
with Evan Sage who writes the December issue 
the Classical Journal:

the preceding paper was implied, though not 
clearly asserted, that desultory perusal 

books yields less pleasure than their systematic 
that without firm grasp the significance 
literary terms even methodical reading vain. 
now desired record exnerience that, 
far the present writer informed, has never been 
related any author. The reading many years 
has convinced him that for improving one’s taste 
well one’s composition single perusal 
literary masterpiece worth. Repeated 
readings, however, are the greatest value. Con- 
sider, not for its meagre social message but 
art product, Tennyson’s Ulysses. memor- 
ized, any rate made familiar frequent read- 
ings, broadens the vocabulary and elevates the 
fancy. After many readings this poem one never 
forgets the dwellers Ithaca, “savage race that 
hoard, and sleep, and men that have never 
“drunk delight and have yearning 
“sail beyond the sunset.” Like their ancestors 
the stone age they work their way; let Telemachus, 
the dutiful son Ulysses, work his. Generally 
the first glance one misses the meaning the sen- 
tence “the rainy Hyades vext the dim sea.” But 
slowly there breaks light. The sea dim, be- 
cause it’s vexed. How solemnly the evening wears 
on, night, her downy raiment, sinks the 
sea 

“The lights begin twinkle from the 

rocks; 
The long day wanes: the slow moon 
climbs: the deep

part the plan these studies at- 
tempt appreciation any poem. read- 
ings Ulysses will more for student than 
will single perusal twenty different poems, even 
though each thing beauty.

You sad tires mile-a.” 
Shakespeare actually followed Greene along the 
sea-coast Bohemia! narrative runs: 
“For happened that Egistus, King Sycilia, 
who his youth had been brought with Pan- 
dosto, desirous show that neither tracte time, 
nor distance place, could diminish their former 
friendship, provided navie ships, and sailed into 
Bohemia visit his old friend and 
Shakespeare’s version Antigonus says, 
“Thou art perfect then, our ship hath touch’d upon 
The deserts Bohemia.” 

Rosalynde Euphues’ Golden Legacy, 
Thomas Lodge, Shakespeare found his hand the 
plot You Like It. Nearly twenty years before 
dramatized these stories the “university wits,” 
Robert Greene, Groat’s Worth Wit Bought 
With Million Repentance, had warned his com- 
panions that “there upstart crow beautified 
with our feathers, that with his tiger’s heart wrapt 
bombast out blank verse any you; and being 
absolute Johannes factotum, his own con- 
ceit the only Shake-scene country.” This may 
have been more than the novelist’s protest 
against unscrupulous playwright, may have 
pointed borrowings plays that have perished. 
There Greene’s accusation, one those pup- 
pets that speak from our mouths, undoubted 
touch bitterness. 
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Unlike Shakespeare, Ben Jonson did not pillage 
his own camp, but went distant Greece, and en- 
tirely forgot credit Philostratus with any share 
the exquisite Ode Celia: 


“Drink only with thine eyes, 
And will pledge with mine. 


Jonson’s Every Man Out His Humor, Carlo 
Buffone corrects Fastidious Brisk remark, “Or 
rather Greene’s works, whence she may steal 
with more security.” The observation misrepre- 
sents the familiar fact that his time Robert 
Greene was widely read. 

resume the narrative begun the last paper 
will suffice for our purposes state that the 
death Chaucer (1400) marks the beginning the 
dead season English poetry. The interval be- 
tween that date and the year 1579, when Spenser 
had published the Shepherd’s Calendar, was filled 
Scottish rather than English poets.

reader traverses the entire fifteenth century and gets 
far into the following one before coming upon any- 
thing value. 1557, Richard Tottel published 
Miscellany, whose chief contributors were Lord 
Henry Howard, Earl Surrey, and Sir Thomas 
Wyatt, older poet whom the unfortunate 
Earl was influenced. Clever versifiers like Nicholas 
Grimald were also concerned that collection, and 
there were others represented, some them pres- 
ently named. While still young man 
about thirty, Surrey was beheaded (1547) during 
the Reign Terror that disgraced the closing years 
Henry VIII. During his brief poetical career 
this disciple thus wrote his master: 

hand that taught what might said rhyme; 

That reft Chaucer the glory his wit, 

mark, the which (unperfected for time) 

Some may approach, but never none shall hit.” 

The venture Richard Tottel included poetry 
that had been written many years before the ap- 
pearance the Miscellany, but though varied and 
abundant, falls short the work Wyatt and 
Surrey. Some the verses have been ascribed 
Lord Vaux, among them the grave-digger’s dirge 
Hamlet: 

“But age, with his stealing steps 

Hath his clutch.” 

The Merry Wives Windsor, Act Sec. 
Slender regretfully remarks had rather than 
forty shillings had book Songs and Sonnets 
Undoubtedly this was the Songs and Son- 
nets, written Right Honorable Lord Henry 
Howard, late Earl Surrey, and other, work bet- 
ter known Tottel’s Miscellany. 


From the Italian and the French well the 
Latin and Greek classics there was immense 
quantity translation. Lydgate had turned into 
English, Boccaccio’s Fall Princes, work that 
suggested that part the celebrated Mirror for 
Magistrates written Thomas Sackville, Lord 
Buckhurst. was this poet’s share, “The Induc- 
tion” and the “Complaint Buckingham,” that 
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made respectable literature. find work 
equal Sackville’s one must back Chaucer. 
The former shall meet again dramatist. 

Leaving out account the Scottish poets, one 
who has not professional interest literature will 
get sufficient view English poetry from 1400- 
1559 study Wyatt, Surrey, and Sackville. 
Their bulk not great. 

Keeping mind the worth Wyatt, Surrey, 
and Sackville well the activity the trans- 
lators, easy understand the resulting im- 
provement the language. Inferior those poets, 
yet not entirely lacking originality, were Gas- 
coigne, Churchyard, Tuberville, and Googe. 
the last named reader will come upon this speci- 
men mechanical alliteration: bloody butch- 
er’s boy with blunt byll,” achievement that 
promises run into doggerel. Yet, the critics as- 
sure us, that Barnabe Googe had not written his 
eclogues, Spenser would not have given the 
Shepherd’s Calendar. Gascoigne remembered for 
having written the first English comedy, The Sup- 
poses, version Ariosto; the first verse satire 
(Steel Glass), suggested Bandello, and Jocasta, 
the translation Greek tragedy. Gascoigne’s 
version, however, follows Dolce’s Giocasta rather 
than the original Greek, has been pointed out 
Mahaffy. There were also certain Notes 
Instruction, making essay criticism. This 
imitation and adaptation foreign models made 
Gascoigne writer “always tolerable never 
first-rate.” Churchyard chiefly remembered for 
having outlived the other contributors Tottel’s 
Miscellany. Like Gascoigne, Turberville was dili- 
gent translator. Surrey had said, write 
him whose fame for aye endures.” 

the shadow these smallish men stand half 
dozen writers still smaller—writers like Phaer, 
Golding, and Edwards. Large small they one 
and all toiled translation and wrote verses 
commendation compositions their friends. 
this way was begun and sustained the poetical edu- 
cation England. should have been stated 
above that Surrey translated, good blank verse, 
the Second Book Virgil’s Aeneid, while Arthur 
Golding prepared version the Metamorphoses 
that has been praised competent critics. 

Side side with this activity translation there 
were made many attempts reproduce English 
the metres “insolent Greece and haughty Rome.” 
The chief spirit this movement was Gabriel Har- 
vey. Spenser, Sidney, and Webbe were more 
than mildly interested. Sometimes there included 
among the workers Harvey’s vineyard the name 
Richard Stanyhurst, Irish Catholic, who 
1582 had printed Leyden version the first 
four books the Aeneid. the merits this 
translation the less said the better. those years 
the verse-smiths were tirelessly working the 
muse’s anvil. 

The example Tottel was not without imitators. 
Their names alone give one sufficient insight into 
editorial industry. will serve our purpose barely 
enumerate the miscellanies. Here, and indeed 
almost anywhere, the scholarship George Saints- 
bury will safely guide us. 

1576 there appeared The Paradise Dainty 
Devices, edited Richard Edwards; two years

later came Gorgeous Gallery Gallant Inven- 
tions, Hunnis. Half dozen years afterward 
followed Handful Pleasant Delights, edited 
Clement Robinson. Long afterward appeared: 
England’s Helicon, England’s Parnassus, and Bele- 
vedere. The celebrated Poetical Rhapsody, Fran- 
cis Davison, was published 1602. What will sur- 
prise reader who has the courage examine these 
miscellanies and anthologies, and except teachers 
English literature, the task not recommended, 
the level which this body verse often at- 
tains. Thirty years translation and imitation had 
vastly improved the poetical education the Eng- 
lish nation. great poet came expected, but 
even literary men the volume the future was 
closed. Webbe, indeed, had the soul and sense 
speak Spenser “the new poet.” This essay 
will not consider the early Elizabethan prose writ- 
ers, except Lyly and perhaps, Sidney, who were 
likewise gifted poets. 

this writer’s limited library one Arber’s 
English Reprints entitled Euphues; The Anatomy 
Wit and Euphues and His England, John 
Lyly, M.A. The chronicle which precedes these 
curious and interesting books informs their readers 
that the author “was scarce when Queen 
Mary’s reign began. That event having taken place 
July 6th, 1553, the year Lyly’s birth be- 
lieved have been either 1553 1554. Like many 
his name was sent Magdalen college, Ox- 
ford, which entered the age sixteen. Later 
applied Lord Burleigh requesting Queen Eliz- 
abeth’s letters for fellowship, but obtaining 
was not immediately successful. 


1578, the age twenty-five, Lyly wrote 
Euphues, somewhat dull story. his hero the 
author applies the name Euphues the sense 
clever, witty, though also means well-grown, sym- 
metrical. history English literature enu- 
merates the qualities this new prose, which soon 
became fashionable court. But description 
stylistic peculiarities makes vivid impres- 
sion the reading paragraph, one will not 
the trouble read page. There one will 
note the author’s fondness for antithesis, for string- 
ing out similes, and for fanciful spurious fauna 
and flora. Any division these books will illus- 
trate the characteristics Lyly’s sparkling prose, 
but one must read the volume appreciate the ex- 
tent which his turns expression have entered 
into our everyday speech, and understand his 
considerable influence upon men letters, from his 
contemporaries, Lodge and Greene, who euphuized 
admirably, down Macaulay. Shakespeare knew, 
and has shown practical appreciation Lyly’s 
writings. 

When the fair Livia and the amiable Lucilla are 
contrasted, Philautus concedes that “least [lest] 
comparisons should seem odious Shake- 
speare uses the word odorous, and doubtless jus- 
tification found the glossaries. Lyly em- 
ploys the term odious, the only one that would con- 
vey his meaning. Again, asked, “is your mind 
your meat? penny for your thought.”

imitate the style Lyly may remarked 
that his pages are peppered with turns expres- 
sion like the preceding. The following quotation 
illustrates another facet his prose: 

“But Lucilla, thy heart made that 
stone which may mollified onely with bloud, 
would had sipped that ryver Caria, which 
turneth those that drinke stones. thyne 
eares anoynted with the oyle Syria that be- 
reaveth hearing, would mine eyes had bene rubbed 
with the sirop the Cedar tree, which taketh away 
sight.” 

From the preceding half paragraph appears that 
there kind stone that can softened with 
blood; there river Caria, which turns those 
that drink stones; the oil Syria destroys the 
hearing, while cedar sirup begets blindness. 
word, nearly everything the scenic universe 
some strange property ascribed. 

not the worth his moral discourses nor 
the weight his courtly style that makes Lyly’s 
prose attractive. its form alone that imparts 
his lifeless story any touch interest. Sidney’s 
Arcadia, shall see? abounds action, and re- 
sists the temptation imitate popular style. 


the instance Cardinal Albertini 
Prato, the papal curia Avignon, one Nich- 
olas Treveth, English Dominican, who seems 
have been educated Paris, early the fourteenth 
century, prepared translation Seneca. This 
was the beginning interest that author 
which placed Italy the lead Senecan scholar- 
ship. long afterward extended France and 
England. 

Queen Elizabeth, the beginning her reign, 
had given orders that “common Interludes the 
English tongue” should refrain from handling either 
matters religion government. Such themes 
should treated men authority, learning, 
and wisdom. Moreover, they were presented 
before “grave and discreet persons”. During 1567-8 
there was performed for her entertainment “the 
worshipful company the Inner-Temple Gentle- 
men” Gismond Salerne, play presently 
described. But there should first added word 
about the first English tragedy. 

printed 1565, seems have been the joint work 
Sackville and Norton. was imitation 
Seneca’s Thebais, though its story has been traced 
Geoffrey Monmouth. Both plot and fable, 
however, are developed along independent lines. 
The hints borrowed from Italy were adapted 
English conditions. Under the title Ferrex and 
Porrex this unattractive drama was authoritatively 
published 1571. Had this first English tragedy 
been generally followed the contemporaries 
Sackville, the nation would long have lingered 
the classical dungeon did the people France 
and Italy. goes without saying that the few 
followers Sackville were failures. 
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addition Sackville and his imitators, there 
were other groups writers, namely, the farce- 
and-interlude authors, the “university wits”, whose 
chief was Christopher Marlowe. Among them they 
almost perfected the blank verse line for dramatic 
use, and their examples banished the cultivation 
classical models. Marlowe chiefly credited for 
the noted improvement dramatic blank verse. 
has been learnedly said that “he fished the murex 
up”. That little marine animal, well known, 
was intimately connected with the prosperity 
Tyre, the source its celebrated purple dye. 
Another group was made actor-playwrights, 
who Shakespeare had unequaled champion. 
this paper has already shown, they freely bor- 
rowed from the “university wits”, and added their 
knowledge the stage. Thus was perfected the 
greatest drama the world. 

The “Inner-Temple Gentlemen”, who entertained 
Elizabeth, freely borrowed the materials their 
play from Boccaccio, Dolce, and Seneca. When 
these obligations are taken into account, not much 
left sustain any reputation for originality. 
These co-operative writers endeavored present 
romantic subject with classic dignity. some re- 
spects, however, was improvement upon Gor- 
boduc and Jocasta. 

1588 gentlemen Gray’s Inn, among them 
Yelverton, Bacon (Maister Frauncis), and others 
devised for the Queen certain triumphs. The prin- 
cipal feature the entertainment was The Misfor- 
tunes Arthur, Thomas Hughes. Mary, Queen 
Scots, still languished Fotheringay castle, and 
the shipwrights Philip were creating the Ar- 
mada. Hughes wrote, was expected write, 
the Seneca. But few Englishmen were 
hoping that the fashion would quietly disappear. 

1589 Thomas Nashe one his jibes re- 
marked that “Seneca let bloud line line and page 
page, length must needs die our stage.” 
Read candle light, continued, Seneca “yeeldes 
you intreate him fairlie frostie morning, 
will afford you whole Hamlets, should say hand- 
fulls tragicall speaches.” The reader will per- 
ceive that the Hamlet referred must have been 
Kyd’s, for Shakespeare’s Hamlet was not licensed 
till 1603. was re-written and 1604 appeared 
its present form. Seneca abounded 
sophical commonplaces, extravagant passions, 
crude horrors, revenge, and whining ghosts. These 
marked the work his English imitators. 

Several times between 1573 and 1582 Thomas 
Legge’s Richardus Tertius had been acted one 
the colleges Cambridge. That dealt the 
Senecan manner with comparatively recent happen- 
ings English history. Much undeserved credit 
for turning the drama England new direction 
has been given this worthy Legge. The fact is, 
that the early history-plays clearly show their 
treatment not the academic influence but that 
the miracle-plays, whose methods were applied 
the events English history. century earlier 
the French had set the example. 

Richardus Tertius was the first the history- 
plays, The Famous Victories Henry the fifth, 
acted about 1588, though was not printed till 1598, 
was the second. marks further departure from 
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the Senecan model. 1591 came The Trouble- 
some Raigne King John, which has about 
nothing classical, but good specimen the 
chronicle history. The dramatist appealed the 
patriotism his “gentlemen readers” who, having 
entertained the Scythian Tamburlaine, pagan, 
were exhorted welcome warlike Christian, their 
countryman. Evidently the hero the play not 
King John, but Fawconbridge, who likewise the 
hero the drama which Shakespeare founded 
it. His character developed with considerable 
skill and spirit. one perceives this character- 
istic note Elizabethan England: 

“If Englands Peeres and people joyne one, 

Nor Pope, nor France nor Spaine can them wrong.” 

The True Chronicle History King Leir, and his 
three daughters, Gonorill, Ragan, and Cordella, 
first printed 1605, and acted earlier, interesting 
for itself and for the use which Shakespeare put 
it. There have been writers who prefer his 
version. free from the influence Seneca 
well the extravagant rhetoric Marlowe’s Tam- 
burlaine, and both well devised and well written. 

The Lamentable Tragedy Locrine (Newly set 
foorth, overseene and corrected. 1595), 
product all the influences described, contains 
numerous borrowings from the “university wits”. 
Its unidentified author, supposed have been 
George Peele, has been accused freely taking 
some his materials from similar drama, namely, 
The first part the Tragicall raigne Selimus 
(printed 1594). Many experts believe, however, 
that the obligation was the other way, but into this 
intricate controversy, which divides the 
learned, would foolhardy enter. These 
dramas retain not few the characteristics the 
Senecan academic vogue.

the possession few general climatic facts 
should know what expect products the 
several countries visit. For instance the heavy yearly 
rainfall, far above inches, and the intense heat caused 
the jungle forest that found the Amazon Valley. 
jungle forest will found near the Equator within the 
3elt Calms land all around the world, There can 
grass-eating animals jungle forest, for grass needs 
sunshine, and the sun’s light cannot pierce the dense 
foliage this kind forest. There are reptiles all 
kinds; swarms insects, notably ants; birds brilliant 
colors but mainly without the gift song; monkeys, 
jaguars; the ants suggest the ant-eaters: the armadillo, 
tapir, sloth, peccary; rubber abounds, nuts, dye-stuffs, cab- 
inet woods, and bark that give sarsaparilla and vanilla. 
One could almost think out for herself what the products 
jungle forest must be. Rubber was the chief staple 
before the Great War; but the trees are hard reach 
where nature plants them, men withdrew from the Ama- 
zon Valley and began regular plantations elsewhere.

Last Look and Voyage Onward 


Before leaving the region the Belt Calms take 
lingering look Marajo Island deep the mouth 
the Amazon. This flat, swampy island the home 
many Indians. either side the island through fre- 
quently-changing channels ocean steamers enter and leave 
the broadest river the globe; for hundred miles out 
sea the waters the Amazon are known their yel- 
low color. And well may the river sweep far out sea 
for all the way from Iquitos Peru, where three 
miles wide, drinks the tropical rains directly and 
through many, many tributaries, the best known these 
being the Purus, Madeira, Tapajos, Xingu, and Araguaya 
the south and the Negro the north. Through the 
2600 miles its navigable length from Iquitos its 
mouth have sprung many villages but only one city 
any size, Manaos, counting least 50,000 inhabitants, all 
rubber centers. The climate hard white men, ac- 
count the intense heat, humidity, and insects. Yet those 
who know best, say would different were white men 
live fruit and vegetable diet. 

When glance again Para, city 275,000 people, 
notice that recent years has lost briskness its 
rubber trade. Before the Great War exported more 
rubber than any other port the world, today sends 
from its docks only one-tenth the supply needed man- 
kind. This change was brought about the working 
rubber plantations the East Indies. 

Often, put our rain-coat and “rubbers,” 
recall the life the rubber collectors far away the 
jungle forests Brazil. They are lonely their remote 
huts, because they have tap the trees where Nature 
plants them, smoke the raw rubber that they may make 
huge balls for transportation. Dugout canoes, still large 
numbers, fewer motor-boats, bring the product Iqui- 
tos, Manaos, Para, one the small rubber villages 
the 

With tinge relief leave the rubber and 
journey south from Para see mountains rising the 
distance. also note that are the trade-wind 
belt. The Sao Francisco Mountains look inviting, but 
they not deceive for know that behind them lies 
desert. Why? The Southeast trades cannot climb those 
mountains. Northwest Cape Sao Roque lies another dry 
region, because the winds running the same direction 
the highands not give their moisture. Canals 
and dams try remedy Nature’s defect irrigating the 
soil. must recall here that the rainy season the 
Amazon valley from December May—mainly, and 
that this season changes its dates arrival and departure, 
travel southward. 

Pernambuco next reveals itself us. the South 
American city nearest Europe. Here Commander Franco 
recently landed his seaplane flight from Spain. Before 
leaving the Cape Verde Islands assisted Holy Mass 
the same Church which Columbus heard before 
his departure for the unknown West. Foreigners call the 
capital the State Pernambuco, Pernambuco; the 
Brazilians, however, name Recife, meaning Reef 
the Portuguese language, because the sandstone and 
coral reef which runs along the coast for many miles 
rises here above the water like wall. Arms the sea 
stretch into the quiet space behind the reef; streams flow 
out giving the beautiful city the appearance another 
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Pernambuco modern city with older half 
linking the present with the past. New docks, im- 
proved harbor, and large warehouses speak industry 
and progress. Back Pernambuco far from its palm 
decked beeautiful streets and elegant homes, reach 
the sugar plantations for this State the great sugar- 
producing region Brazil. There are also farms 
which grow manioc, sweet potatoes, and vegetables. Cot- 
ton plantations keep the new cotton mills Pernambuco 
busy. Still farther the rear the capital, herds 
cattle, sheep, and goats thrive the plateau. What then 
should the exports this large State? The imports? 
Why? 

railroads not connect the coast cities, built where 
the trade winds may bring relief from heat, sail south 
another two days journey Bahia. Notice that altitude 
tempering the climate and helping decide the pro- 
ducts Brazil. Recall the resemblance the southern con- 
tinent bears our own. The Brazilian highlands the 
east the western and northwestern highlands correspond 
our own; the drainage also resembles ours. Tell

THE TEACHING RELIGION 
How Can Religion Taught? 


Rev. Charles Bruehl, Ph.D. 

ELIGION not irrational response our nature 

but certain personal attitude based intellec- 
tual interpretation reality. contains element 
truth which determines logically the conduct man. 
cannot adjust ourselves situation until understand 
the various factors that make the situation which 
are expected adjust ourselves. Before can know 
what our relation fire be, must know something 
about the nature fire and its possible effects upon our 
own nature. Practical adjustment possible only the 
basis previous knowledge. cannot determine what 
our attitude towards God before know some- 
thing about God and about ourselves. The nature God 
will determine our relations Him. The first thing, 
therefore, religion does convey certain truth concern- 
ing God and our relations Him. 

far the subject presents particular difficulties. The 
truth elements embodied ‘in religion naturally can 
taught any other kind truth can communicated 
teaching can know anything about God then can 
also teach something about God. reason has anything 
all with religion, religion can taught. Reason can 
formulate the truths which has discovered such man- 
ner that they can received another mind. can ac- 
cordingly teach others that what learnt about God and 
the conclusions which practical way follow from such 
knowledge. The sum total this knowledge bearing upon 
God and our relations Him call objective religion. 
may defined the systematic exposition truths 
that express the relation man God, and the duties 
that follow from these truths. the objective side the 
matter comparatively simple. But the matter does not 
end here. Religion not only something objective. 
fact complicates the matter considerably. Subjectively re- 
ligion virtue that prompts man accept reverently 
the knowable truth about God and regulate his conduct 
accordance with it. course, that infinitely more 
second acceptation may say that religion coexten- 
sive with life and this comprehensiveness and inclu- 
siveness that make the teaching religion difficult and 
complex. 

The situation the ethical teacher analogous. The 
teacher ethics has not completed his task when has 
told his pupils what they ought do. also part 
his work inspire his pupils with willingness live 
the moral obligations which has set before them. 
Unless succeeds doing the latter his efforts have 
been wasted. When ethical teacher, therefore, con- 
fessed: “My prizeman morals the biggest knave 
the practically admitted failure. The same may 
said the teaching religion. the religious teacher 
does not succeed making religion vital and dynamic 
the life the child has not accomplished very much. 
the much more important question imparting life. 
Teaching religion, would say with Dr. Henry Edward 
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Tralle, merely formal process but vital act, and 
the test teaching the effect produces the life 
the taught. The communication knowledge content 
only part this vital act; the chief aim the vitalizing 
the knowledge that becomes controlling power 
the life the taught. Says the Doctor whom have 
just mentioned: “The teaching unit develops the student 
some attitude ideal that will become element con- 
trol his activities.” (Dynamics Teaching. New York, 
George Doran Company.) This gives new com- 
plexion the question with which are dealing and 
shows that has far reaching implications. 


All writers the subject agree this point. There 
not one them that would identify the teaching 
religion with the mere communication religious truth. 
Everyone them demands much more. Thus Dr. O’Day, 
Bishop Galway, very pertinently writes: “The object 
the course knowledge and guidance influence 
conduct and character. Hence teaching and study should 
directed throughout not merely the acquisition 
knowledge, but also the formation Christian ideals, 
convictions and purposes, and the understanding and 
practice the helps leading Christian life......It 
would fatal turn the pursuit truth and holiness 
into struggle for success examinations.” (Quoted 
from the Rev. Dennis Kennedy, Teaching Religion 
Ireland, The Australasian Catholic Record.) The test 
religious teaching, consequence, not any 
means the annual examination but the life the taught, 
the present life and the after life, which the teaching 
must become controlling factor, determining influence 
and effective power. Dr. Spirago writes the same 
strain: “What the purpose and aim all religious instruc- 
tion must follows clearly from the nature religion 
itself, which its full sense not merely the knowledge 
God and His holy will, but also divine worship and 
conduct life accordance with that knowledge. Con- 
sequently the aim Christian Doctrine must twofold, 
namely, impart Christian knowledge and 
Christian life; not instruction only, but above all edu- 
Method Christian Doctrine. New 
York, Benziger Brothers.) accomplish this end, reli- 
gious instruction must reach out the mind, the will and 
the emotions. must simply address itself the entire 
man. Rightly does Dr. Roderick MacEachen say: “It 
not enough put the truth into the child’s memory and 
intellect. must come into its heart and into his every- 
day life. weave the divine truths Faith into 
the child’s life; lead him practice the Faith 
learns its truths; direct him the application the 
truths his life.” (Religion. First Manual. New York, 
The Macmillan Company.) 


make truth take powerful grip upon the mind 
and become decisive factor conduct task that 
will call for all the resources the disposal the peda- 
gogue. such magnitude that might first dis- 
courage even the most experienced and skillful. Still 
must remember that are this case working with 
nature and can readily ally ourselves with the driving 
forces with which has been endowed. properly 
utilizing these natural energies will able work 
religion into the very texture human nature, for 
not sufficient merely embroider the surface 
something ornamental but extraneous. The better un- 
derstand the scope the task that confronts the better 
make attempt glossing over any the difficulties 
but try face them squarely. Only utter frankness will 
ensure ultimate success. 


Many things, then, enter into the teaching religion.

find that train child religion actually means 
transform it, give new knowledge, give new 
outlook life, inspire with new ideals, excite 
within its breast new emotions, make evaluate life 
different manner and effect its choices entirely 
new basis. change nature the objective all edu- 
cation; but kind education effects such radical chan- 
ges religious training. this matter Nietzsche has seen 
with penetrating insight. and religions, 
remarks, are the principal means which one can modify 
men into whatever one likes.” The changes that may 
wrought religion are startling. account this 
fact modern sociology its campaign for the betterment 
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human society invoking the assistance religion. 
Thus Dr. Charles Ellwood pays high tribute 
the transforming power religion: religious 
psychosis, might call it, has produced more miracles 
human behavior than even the most enthusiastic advo- 
cate religion has ever given credit for.” (The Recon- 
struction Religion. New York, The Macmillan Com- 
pany.) This magnificent force capable regenerating 
human nature are endeavoring get into the heart 
the child when teach religion.

GRAMMAR THE ELEMENTARY GRADES 
Change Study Grammar during the Last Ten Years. 


HAT there has been radical change the teaching 

grammar the elementary grades within the last 
ten years, must acknowledged. Bulletin No. 43, 1923, 
recognizes this change when states: “The past decade 
has witnessed radical change from the old formal study 
grammar, with its memorizing endless definitions 
and rules, for gradually educators have come recognize 
that correct linguistic habits were seldom never ac- 
quired that way. The child enters school with his lan- 
guage habits partly formed and rapidly forming, and ad- 
vantage must taken promptly his plastic years 
help him establish correct habits speech.” 

The titles our present day text-books illustrate this 
change: “Lessons English, Applied English, Self-Help 
English Lessons, Good English,” etc. longer have 
text-book called “Grammar.” 


The Necessity Knowledge Grammar. 


That knowledge grammar necessary for our 
pupils, must admitted. Bobbitt says: “One the 
most important things which one trained the 
effective use the mother-tongue. possible 
analyze one’s language activities and find all the 
things one must effectively and correctly using them.

The teacher begins saying “Think about something 
and tell your thought.” Ifa child gives some sentence 
that occurred lesson, answer “That isn’t thought, 
that was the lesson today. Think about something.” 
Third grade pupils will give abundance sentences— 
older children are more self-conscious and harder man- 
age but the course time will required. Visual- 
ize some these sentences (write blackboard) calling 
them “thoughts” then say, “You expressed these thoughts 
words.” Explain simple words the meaning “ex- 
pressed”—we need not afraid big words when they 
mean ideas.—Now the children are ready for the definition 
sentence thought expressed words.” Let 
them write the definition and repeat frequently. You 
may now emphasize the fact that “every sentence begins 
with capital now take the principal parts 
the sentence. (From the general the particular.) 
The teacher calls the pupils for “thoughts” teach- 
ing the sentence. Simple declarative sentences are best 
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for this purpose. When the pupils have composed 
ber sentences the teacher will visualize (write the 
blackboard) four five. She will then say, “What are 
talking about this first sentence?” When the children 
have answered she will continue, “What say about 
it?” When this question has been answered she will draw 
vertical line separating the subject from the 
After all the sentences have been divided this manner 
she will say, have separated these sentences into 
their principal parts—now shall give name each 
part—the first part shows what are talking about—its 
name second part tells what said about 
the subject—its name ‘predicate’.”

Method Teaching the Parts Speech. 

The parts speech may now taught. teaching 
each part speech remember that part speech 
not part speech until part speech.” 

other words, the classification word depends 
its use the sentence. Lead the pupils form sen- 
tences containing the elements taught, visualize the 
sentence, pick out the desired element, discover its use, 
then form its definition. Always refer the element last 
taught before beginning new one. (From the known 
the related unknown.) using the pronoun remember 
that used instead noun—be able point out the 
noun represented.

Analysis and synthesis 
always together. Remember that grammar based 
usage—the language more importance than its 
grammar.

BAPTISM. 
DEFINITION. 

The definition Baptism given the Roman Cate- 
chism is, “Baptism the sacrament regeneration 
water the word.” 

Saint Thomas defines this sacrament thus: “Baptism 
the external ablution the body performed with the pre- 
scribed form words.” 

The definition the Roman Catechism calls the sac- 
rament regeneration with reference its effects, which 
distinguish from all other sacraments. water and 
word are expressed the matter and form, the outward 
sign the sacrament. 


REMOTE MATTER BAPTISM. 

The remote matter Baptism natural water. Theo- 
logians tell consequently, that what man would ordin- 
arily declare water, valid baptismal material whether 
water the sea, fountain, well, marsh, 
whether clear turbid, fresh salty, hot cold. 
Water derived from melted ice, snow hail also valid 
matter. hail, snow not melted, they not come 
under the name water. Dew, sulphur mineral water 
and that which derived from steam are also valid matter 
for this sacrament. Invalid matter every liquid that 
not usually designated true water. When doubtful 
whether liquid could really called water, not 
permissible use for Baptism, except case abso- 
lute necessity when certainly valid matter can ob- 
tained. 


PROXIMATE MATTER

who receiving Baptism. 


NECESSITY BAPTISM. 

the words our Divine Lord Himself, recorded 
St. John III, “Unless man born again water 
and the Holy Ghost, can not enter into the Kingdom 
Heaven,” see the necessity Baptism for all, without 
the word water, evident that the ap- 
plication necessary with the words, which words 
were expressly given Our Divine Lord when said, 
“Going therefore, teach all nations, baptizing them 
the name the Father and the Son and the Holy 
Ghost.” St. Matt. XXVIII. 

INFANT BAPTISM NECESSARY. 

Baptism absolutely necessary for infants means 
salvation, because can not supplied any other 
means. faith that baptism necessary for in- 
fants, clearly defined the Council Trent, the 
following words: “If any one deny that necessary 
baptize new-born infants, even those who are born 
Christian parents, say that they are truth baptized 
for the remission sins, but that they contract nothing 
the original sin Adam expiated the water 
regeneration; whence would follow that the form 
baptism, expressing remission sin, would false and 
not truthful; let him anathema.” Sess. VII, can 
This declaration the Council Trent was made against 
Calvin, who pretended that baptism was not necessary 
for the children Christian parents. 

Parents should have their children baptized soon 
possible. this matter they ought conform strictly 
the prescriptions the diocesan statutes, for 
grievous fault expose any one the danger being 
forever deprived the vision and possession God. 


BAPTISM NECESSARY FOR ADULTS. 

For adults Baptism necessary both means and 
precept, and this means not only that adults are not 
saved they die without Baptism, but that they are 
damned they refuse receive this sacrament, when 
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they know its necessity. But for adults, Baptism not 
absolutely necessary means, since may supplied 
two other means, perfect love God and martyrdom, 
impossible receive the sacrament Baptism.

BAPTISM DESIRE PROVED FROM. 

Holy Scripture. “He that loveth shall loved 
Father, and will love Him and will manifest My- 
self Him.” St. John XIV, 21. 

The Teachings the Church. The Fathers the 
Council Trent declare: “After the promulgation the 
Gospel, one can pass from the state the old Adam 
the state grace without the bath regeneration, 
without the desire for this bath.” Sess. VI, can. And 
according the Council, this desire baptism “An 
act perfect charity perfect contrition.” See. XIV, 
can, 

Tradition. Saint Augustine says, “If circumstances 
not allow one receive Baptism water, may 
supplied not only sufferings borne the name Jesus 
Christ, but faith and conversion heart” 

speaking Valentinian, who died catechumen, 
Saint Ambrose said, have lost him whom was re- 
generate, but has not lost the grace which had 
asked.” 

Reason. Baptism water draws its efficacy from 
the passion Jesus Christ, likeness which im- 
printed this sacrament, and ulteriorly from the Holy 
Ghost from its first cause. Therefore the effect 
Baptism can obtained directly the power the 
Holy Ghost, when inclines the heart man faith, 
the love God, and repentance for 
Thomas. 

Baptism desire does not imprint character, does 
not confer sacramental grace, does not remit all the 
temporal punishment due sin, unless the charity 
intense merit this remission. Baptism desire 
acts “ex opere that is, virtue the dis- 
positions the subject, and not “ex opere operato” that 
virtue the work done; whence follows baptism 
desire can justify none but adults. 


PROOF THAT BAPTISM BLOOD SUPPLIES 
FOR BAPTISM WATER. 

That baptism blood martyrdom supplies for bap- 
tism water may shown from the belief the Church 
based Holy Scripture. Since Baptism water draws 
its efficacy from the Passion Jesus Christ and from the 
Holy Ghost, person can, according St. Thomas, even 
without receiving Baptism, obtain the effect the sacra- 
ment virtue the Passion Jesus Christ, con- 
forming himself thereto, that suffering for Christ, 
“Whoever dies give testimony Jesus Christ, thereby 
receives the remission his sin just had been 
cleansed the sacred waters baptism.” St. Augustine. 
The Church grounds her belief the efficacy the bap- 
tism blood, the fact that Christ makes general 
statement the saving power martyrdom the tenth 
chapter St. Matthew, thirty-second verse. “Every one 
therefore that shall confess before men, will also 
confess him before Father who heaven” and also 
this other text, “He that shall lose his life for shall 
find St. Matt. 39, 

That the former text applies infants has been con- 
stantly maintained the Fathers the Church who de- 
clare that infants can not confess Christ with the 
mouth, they can act. Tertullian speaks the infants 
slaughtered Herod, martyrs, and this has been the 
constant teaching the Church, 

Another evidence the mind the Church the 
efficacy the baptism blood found the fact that 
she never prays for martyrs. Her opinion well ex- 
pressed St. Augustine, when says, “He does 
injury martyr who prays for him.” This shows that 
martyrdom believed remit all sin, and all punishment 
due sin. 

Later theologians commonly maintain that the baptism 
blood justifies adult martyrs independently act 
charity perfect contrition, and, were, “ex opere 

operato,” though course, they must have attrition for 


past sins. The reason that perfect charity contri- 
tion were required martyrdom the distinction between 
the baptism blood and the baptism desire would 
useless one. 


EFFECTS BAPTISM BLOOD. 

cleanses from all sin. 

remits both the temporal and eternal punishment 
due sin. 

According the opinion most generally held, baptism 
blood acts like baptism water, “ex opere operato,” 
other words, cleanses from original sin its own 
virtue. The reason is, that considered more excellent 
than baptism water, and therefore, ought not have 
less efficacy. 


CONDITIONS NECESSARY THAT MARTYRDOM 
MAY SUPPLY FOR BAPTISM WATER. 

For children, necessary and sufficient that they 
put death through hatred the faith and reli- 
gion. 

For adults, necessary that they put death, 
that they receive fatal wound, out hatred the faith 
some Christian virtue.

They must have supernatural sorrow for their sins, 
attrition probably sufficient.

minds freighted with beautiful thoughts suggested 
nature. They used their eyes for seeing, their 
ears for hearing, their minds for grasping. They 
touched the pretty flowers, admired the freshness 
and greenness the grass, sang the birds, and 
ran after the squirrels. And all these productions 
nature understood the voice and the touch the 
human, and rejoiced. 

Fortunately, for the school children today, 
there are far better opportunities than there were 
quarter century ago, and even decade ago. 
METHODS TEACHING all important 
course our colleges and universities. Teachers 
are being trained teach the children reason, 
and thereby away with goodly amount the 
“everlasting grind memorizing.” Matter that 
should memorized sufficient for “memory ex- 
without taxing child’s brain memorize 
all his lessons, you would teach parrot mem- 
orize everything you want him say. Children 
taught this fashion have hardly more reason than 
the parrot. For example algebraic problems: would 
any amount memorizing formulas, copying and 
memorizing unknown quantities, ever give the pupil 
clear understanding the method treating such 
problems; and the same may said geometrical 
theorems. Whereas the principle once clarified with 
the application several concrete examples, the 
mystery disappears, and reason predominates. 

example Geography: Less than decade 
years ago, teacher Geography would ask the 
pupil: “What city the metropolis the Mid- 
West?” And said teacher would perfectly sat- 
isfied with the answer: “Chicago.” And the lesson 
would continued the question and answer style. 
Present day method: “Why Chicago the metrop- 
olis the Mid-West?” this question the child 
knows that Chicago the metropolis the Mid- 
West, for stated the question, and there 
nothing left for the child but bring his reason- 
ing powers into play, and explain climatic condi- 
tions, vegetation, etc. All this will offer the child 
abundant opportunities for clear, careful thinking 
and order his thoughts. has brain power 
sufficient reason some such way this, then 
capable continuing the process analyzing 
any similar situation. Owing the erratic methods 
teaching the past, our children were kept the 
grades too long, and they are still kept there too 
long, and their young, impressionable years are be- 
ing wasted, for although our methods are better, 
there room for improvement. The children can 
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learn they are taught the HOW. The trouble 
with the teachers. They not know how teach, 
and they not take the time some college 
and learn method. The children are left grope 
through hazy matter, with help clarify. 
Teachers who are not enthused with their profes- 
sion, who not put their heart into their work, who 
have not living desire lead these children along 
the path delightful discovery, might better find 
another mart. The real teacher finds the teaching 
children most delightful occupation, and one who 
wedded her profession teaching comes out 
the class room the evening fresh when she 
entered the morning, for her work the day 
has been pleasant, and she has made many de- 
lightful discoveries, has had opportunities marvel 
the great work the Creator human machin- 
ery. 

important point favor the reasoning 
method, which Order Thought the result, 
that teaches our children effective English. From 
lazy thought comes lazy word, and lazy word 
has not speaking acquaintance with reasonable 
action.

“Special Weeks.” 


All over the country there objec- 
tion the part superintendents 
and principals the interference with 
the regular educational curriculum 
which results from insistence rigid 
observance schools bewilder- 
ing multiplicity “special weeks.” 

response recent question- 
naire fewer than 784 superintend- 
ents and principals 
states the Union gave their opin- 
ions the subject, and most them 
were vehemently opposition 
“spasmodic invasions the schools, 
originating with propagandists, inter- 
fering with regular work, and useless 
the extreme.” 

There are only fifty-two weeks 
the year, but the aggregate special 
weeks proposed and locally recdg- 
nized greater less extent 
ninety-one, the number widely ob- 
served being twenty-five. Merely 
suggest that the schools the coun- 
try are called upon give more 
than half all the time during which 
they are session laying emphasis 
upon this that propaganda 
itself reduce the “special week” 
system absurdity. 

It‘ not denied that there merit 
some the objects “special 
week” enthusiasts. “Education Week,” 
and “Thrift Week” and “Fire Preven- 
tion Week” and “Better Speech 
Week” and “Safety Week” and 
“Clean-Up Week” have many friends. 
Vocation Week and Catholic College 
Week Catholic schools will rec- 
ognized harmony with the out- 
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standing purpose for which Catholic 
schools are maintained. 

The idea the “special week” 
place emphasis this thing that 
thing believed important, but 
the very nature emphasis such 
that must used sparingly 
effective. The trained orator knows 
better than deliver his whole dis- 
course the top his voice. The 
purpose every “special week” 
grows less and less likely achieve- 
ment additions are made the 
number “special weeks.” Friends 
the “special week” idea well 
friends education general are 
confronted with situation recalling 
Macaulay’s famous citation the pol- 
icy the Dutch the Spice Islands, 
who “cut down half the trees 
enhance the value the remainder.” 

Some the main evils charged 
against “special under exist- 
ing conditions are listed follows: 

“Destruction 
waste valuable time, undue increase 
teaching burdens, cheapening the 
public’s idea education, and the 
meddling with the schools.” 

The one sensible course throw 
most the “special weeks” into the 
discard. 


Another Language-Reformer. 


“The Nature Human 
the title book Sir Richard 
Paget, Bt., which recently has been 
published London, and which makes 
plea for “the most scientific form 
English obtainable.” The author 
begins describing the anatomical 
mechanism permitting the pronuncia- 
tion words, and undertakes show 
that the larynx not perfect in- 
strument for carrying speech, 
there are sounds which though they 
can whispered are not amenable 
its operations, whence arises par- 
tial inaudibility distance, with 
the consequence that the most 
cient speech would that from 
which such sounds could elimin- 
ated.

for spelling reform, are there 
campaigners for the phonological re- 
organization the medium com- 
munication between human beings 
which Shakespeare wrote his plays? 


Dr. Robert Bridges, commenting 
Sir Richard’s work, concedes that 
the Baronet has conducted “an inves- 
phonologists,” but goes sug- 
gest that “certain rather awkward 
philological 
would flow from any deliberate dim- 
inution the number sounds now 
existing English.” 

From the standpoint Sir Rich- 
ard, the Wessex Somerset variety 
English the best, inasmuch 
gets rid “f” and “s” substituting 
for them and “z,” which the 
larynx can avail itself. Should the 
change 
brought about, the English-speaking 
world would express itself sounds 
resembling those the hardy peas- 
antry immortalized the pages 
Thomas Hardy. “Awkward and un- 
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aesthetic!” observes Dr. Bridges, and 
the vast majority English-speaking 
people will agree with him. 

Perhaps the champions innova- 
tion will urge that the broadcasting 
spoken language radio makes 
necessity for abandonment whis- 
pering and for universal resort the 
most practical method communi- 
cating “loud-speaking.” The an- 
swer this may that English 
written well spoken lan- 
guage, and that even age 
loud-speaking conversation general 
will moderate tones. This 
practical argument for practical 
people, though poets would likely 
weaken with sentimental refer- 
ence “lovers’ whispered vows.” 

The general answer all proposi- 
tions for arbitrary reorganization 
English that they are impractica- 
ble—that the rules living lan- 
guage are beyond dictatorial control.

it. The dispatch went report 
that the day after these remarks two 
men appeared the classroom with 
shaving equipment, and when the 
Professor embarked his lecture 
they lathered and shaved themselves, 
the Professor leading the applause 
provoked their performance. When 
the acclamation had subsided, the 
Professor told the heroes the epi- 
sode that was unable recognize 
them under the lather, but that they 
would make their names known 
would see they were given grade 
for the term.

higher learning where due dignity 
maintained—not all them under 
Catholic auspices, fair say;—
